liance," will continue to work not- 
withstanding the strike order which 
had been issued for Tuesday night. 
There were instructed by their or- 
ganizations to keep on with their 
labors pending further instructions.

LONDON—Both sides in the con- 


troversy between mine owners and 
coal diggers, which brought, about 
the strike of British miners 
last 


week, were 
received by Premier 


Lloyd George Tuesday. The mine 
owners conferred with Mr. Lloyd 
George at 11 o'clock and1 the -miners 
were ready to talk with the premier 
immediately afterwards. 


Representatives of the miners will 


report to the "triple alliance" later 
in the day as to whether the pros- 
pects of a settlement are sufficiently 
favorable to justify the postpone- 
ment of the strike of the National 
Union of Eailwaymen and National 
Federation of Transport 
Workers, 


members of which are prepared, to 
walk out at 12 
o'clock Tuesday 


night. It was declared there would 
be no strike of these two organiza- 
tions 
unless 
negotiations 
broke 


down. 


It was stated that the miners were 


prepared to accept a wage reduction 
by the establishment of a 
sliding 


scale schedule based on the cost of 
living. It was pointed out the trans- 
port strike cannot begin untH Fri- 
day as seamen and firemen, whose 
union is affiliated with the transport 
workers, insisted on a ballot before 
walking out. This vote began Tues- 
day and will take four days.

Meising BiD Aims to Supplant 


"Sliding Scale", of 


Prices 


Merely by way of reducing the 


price of liquor for those who use it, 
Assemblyman Charles Meising, Mil- 
waukee, will introduce a bill cutting 
down the price of prescriptions to 
$1. 


Information has 
come to 
Mr. 


Meising, he said on Tuesday, that 
the present fee 
for 
prescriptions 


seems to be based on a.sliding scale, 
said scale having developed a ten- 
dency to 'go up. 


He cited one case in which he 


said a physician asked $10 for a 
quart of wine, the physician saying 
that wine lasted longer than liquor, 
therefore 
the 
prescription 
price 


should be higher. 


Mr, Meising's bill is founded on 


the theory that articles as liquor 
and wines when used for medicinal 
pm-poses should be sold at a uni- 
form fee. 
Being in a price regulating mood 


Mr. Meising has also prepared a bill 
to fix admissions to movie shows. 
On the percentage basis set forth in 
his bill movie prices would be as 
follows: 
40 cents for seats on the 


mail floor; 30 cents in the first bal- 
cony, 25 cents in the second balcony 
and 20 cents in the third balcony.

Asks Public to Withhold 


Judgment; More Men

The following: statement was issued 


Tuesday by the Building Trades Al- 
liance: 
' 


"The Madison Building Trades al- 


liance takes note of certain claims 
and charges made public in an open 
letter by the master builders in the 
evening newspaprs yesterday. That 
the statement is inaccurate and the 
charges false is capable of proof, 
and it is expected that a public in- 
quiry will soon be set up in which 
evidence may be given. 
With this 


prospect so near, to enter into a 
newspaper controversy, 
in which 


there would be no restraint upon 
bald statements -would be futile, and 
would be an imposition upon the 
credulity of the people of Madison. 
Therefore, the Building Trades al- 
liance will reserve its statements un- 
til such a time as they may be made 
under oath, and under the restraint 
of cross examination, and it sug- 
gests to the master builders that 
they also subject themselves to the 
ordeal of a formal hearing and in 
the meanwhile refrain' from 
loose 


talk which will be reduced to an 
absurdity if subjected to public ex- 
amination. 


"In the meantime the 
Building 


Trades alliance workmen ask only 
that the public withhold judgment 
until the truth can be. brought out 
in a fair and orderly manner before 
a committee of 
disinterested citi- 
zens." 


There was little change in the la- 


bor situation in Madison on Tues- 
day. 
Contractors, who are adver- 


tising in citw newspapers! for men, 
report the arrival of sevi^ral more 
non-union laborers. Union men out 
of work feel confident that the con- 
tractors will not be able to get a 
sufficient number of men to tako 
their places. 


In reply to the contracors' declar. 


ation that labor was 60 per cent 
of the cost of building, unionists 
say that statement may be true as 
regarding the cost to the public, 
but it is not true that the labor is 
60 per cent of the cost to the con- 
tractor. 


They point, out that from 20 to 


35 per cent is an ample estimate of 
the cost to the contractor, and that 
the .big overhead charge made bv 
the bosses is 
instrumental, in in- 


creasing the cost to the public. 


This statement was made in reply 


to the announcement that 
Mayor 


Kittleson is considering the naming 
of a committee to attempt a settle- 
ment of the wage dispute.' Mem- 
bers of the committee 'undoubtedly 
will be known on Wednesday.

On National Economy 


He took up first the restriction of 


national expenditures to the limits 
of national income which he said 
must be considered 
in connection 


with measurably lifting the burdens 
of war taxation. By striking at ex- 
penditure, he said, a solution would 
be hastened and he warned congress 
that to continue a course of unlim- 
ited expenditure would mean "in- 
evitable disaster."

DROPIN STATE 


Condition of Crops Takes 


Drop Since Early in 


Year 


Winter grains in Wisconsin have 


declined in condition since they en- 
tered the winter, says Joseph A. 
Becker of the Wisconsin Cooperat- 
ive Crop Reporting service. While 
the winter has been mild, tKe lack 
of a snow 
covering exposed —e 


crops to some freezing and thawing 
and winter injury. 
It is probable 
that some acreage will be abandon- 
ed. Winter wheat 
declined 8 per 


cent and rye 6 'per cent since Dec. 1. 


Winter Wheat 


With a planted acreage of 86,000, 


and assuming an average abandon- 
ment, a production 
of 
1,727,000 


bushels of winter wheat is forecast- 
ed for the season of 1921, compared 
to 2,002,000 produced in 1920 and a 
5-year average (1915-19) of 1,754,- 
000 bushels.

Rye. 


Production of rye forecasted from 
April 1 condition is given at 7,311,- I 
000 bushels, compared to 7,728,000 
produced in 1920 and a B-year Aver- 
age of 7,564,000. 


Breod Sows. 


The number of brood sows on 


Wisconsin farms decreased 5 per 
cent sinco a year ago. Estimated 
number is placed at 349,000, com- 
pared to 367,000 a year ago and a 
5-year average of 352,000. 


Farm Labor. 


The supply of hired farm labor in 
the state is 118 per cent as com- 
pared with a. year ago but is still 
only 97 per cent of normal, while 
the demand is 97 per cent as com- 
pared with a year ago and 95 per 
cent of normal. This indicates that 
at current wages the supply is ap- 
proximately 102 per cent of the de- 
mand. 


A year ago the supply of hired 


farm labor was only 70 per cent of 
normal and the demand 110 per cent 
of normal, and indicated at that 
time a supply equal to only 63 per 
cent of the demand.

SYMPHONY, by DVORAK 


(1841-1904) 


The fir.est symphony employing 


American themes was written by a 
homesick Bohemian. Dvorak in his 
native country had written music 
based upon the themes'of the peo- 
ple he heard about him. When he 
came to America -for a three years' 
visit he continued this practice and 
we are thus richer for the New 
World Symphony, which is a glori- 
fication of negro and Indian melo- 
dies. 


Antonin 


composition was the means of ac 
quainting the rest of the world with 
the negro and Indian music, and has 
inspired our own composers to uti- 
lize this material. 
In the opening 


movement the symphony Dvorai 
makes use of the ne!fro spiritual 
Swing 'Low Sweet Chariot 
The 


main theme of the second movement, 
the Largo, has not been identified 
out it is probably an Indian theme

THE LAW AND THE POOR 


L 


AST YEAR the Carnegie Foundation for the advancement 
of Teaching made public a voluminous report entitled "Jus- 


tice and the Poor." Briefly, it showed that justice was very 
hard—and often impossible—for poor people to get in American 
courts. Right away there was a chorus of howls from news- 
papers and highly-paid lawyers. 


Now the Foundation, in its annual report just published, 


takes np these protests. In intimates that newspapers permit- 
ted lawyers who winced under the facts to use their editorial 
columns to criticize the report. It goes on to say that the pub- 
lication of "Justice and the Poor" has shaken the bar associa- 
tions of the country out of their previous state of apathy, which, 
it says, was characterized by "no unanimity of action and little 
sustained interest in the subject," and that they have now taken 
up the report seriously with a view to constructive action. 


"Newspaper editors," the new report says, "in the kindness 


of their hearts, sometimes lend the use of their editorial/columns 
to their friends. There is a type of lawyer, generally a practi- 
tioner in the higher courts and in large causes who becomes ner- 
vous over any criticism of legal procedure, however, temperately 
and carefully made. These brethren were somewhat disturbed 
by the publication of 'Justice and the Poor,' and the letters some 
of them sent to the Foundation were so exactly the statements 
printed as editorials in a few of the metropolitan dailies, that 
the one might easily have been sabstituted for the other. 


'The essential weakness in the criticism made by these 


gentlemen lay in the fact that they failed to appreciate that this 
bulletin was an effort to strengthen in the popular mind respect 
for the law. 
It was an effort to revive the appreciation of the 


truflh that it is only by observance of the law that individual 
right and freedom can be maintained; and starting from that 
foundation, it undertook to show that in order that this respect 
for the law shall persist and increase, it is necessary that'the 
admmistration of justice shall be so planned that no man shall 
be estopped of justice by reason of his poverty."
